The act of 1872, upon the adoption 


nt 
1 which the citizens of Decatur arc to 


vote next Monday, provides also for the 
.submission to the people, for their 
adoption or rejection, of the plan of 
minority representation 
in the city 


council. The principle of minority rep- 
resentation is well understood by the 
people of this state, wherti it has been 
in force with reference to the lower 
house of the general assembly since the 
adoption of 'the present constitution. 
The provisions of the general incorpo- 
ration act of 1872, 
with reference to 


minority representation, are in sub- 
stance the same as those now in force 
as to members of the house of repre- 
sentatives. If the minority plan is 
adapted three members of the city 
council will be elected from each ward, 
and each roter may distribute his votes 
equally among the candidates, or cast 
them all for one candidate, or give 1J- 
votes to each of the two candidates, just 
t* is tbe case in voting for members of 
Ike hovse of representatives. If the 
voters next Monday decide not to adopt 
the minority plan of representation, 
then the members of the city council 
will be chosen just as at present 


It is not likely that the minority plan 


will be adopted by the city of Decatur, 
since 80 large a number of our people 
are dissatisfied with its workings in the 
house of representatives.

of an energetic people, there is hut ver 
little inland commerce. 


In reading the accounts of Liberia 


and the colonization society one meets 
with very vose-eolored descriptions of 
the whole country. It seems to me th it 
these accounts were written by enlli ,-;• 
aslie members of tlic sin'i'.'ty or gival 
friends of the colonization of the ne- 
groes. 
Every one of the accounts 1 


have read was evidently written with 
regard to the possibilities, skimming 
over the realities, I mm a fear of discour- 
aging the colonists. It would be decid- 
edly unfair to say that the future of Li- 
beria id certain to be inglorious, but it 
certainly does not s-em bright from its 
present condition. ' Nearly sixty years 
have passed since the settlement of Li- 
beria, and yet there are but few eviden- 
ces of nerve and persistence or perse- 
verance. It is very true that. Mon- 
rovia has several deeorit residences, 
but the vast majority of the huildin«H 
are mere huts. 
The people seem to be. 


doing no more than they can help and 
but few have any apparent desire to 
better their condition by their own ef- 
forts. 
I have seen in print the state- 


ment that there i.s in Monrovia an avis 
tocracy of education and wealth. 
L 


have no knowledge of any such aristoc- 
racy, but it is true that the ex-slaves 
are very much inclined to be people of 
elegant leisure. These two fact?, per- 
haps, have as much to do with the lack 
of progress in the country as anything 
else. I do not remember seeing any 
American negroes employed at any man- 
ual labor out ol doors, and only one, a 
tinker, employed at anything but pro- 
fessions and in trade. 


The Liberians are generally sober, re- 


ligious people; they are inoffensive and 
timid. The great good point about 
them is a general thirst for knowledge, 
andtheyare very liberal in their expendi- 
tures for educational purposes. They 
have a good common school systeiD,nnd 
besides the schools supported by the 
Government there is a college in Mon- 
rovia supported by private subscription. 
Their Government is modeled as much 
after "ur own as the circumstances will 
allow. The executive branch is so weak. 
heweyer, that the revenues are not col- 
lected. Owing to this fact the financial 
condition of the country is anything 
but nattering. The government nego- 
tiated a losn of $200,000 in England, 
for which they have mortgaged the 
country. I have forgotten the rate of 
interest, bat it is large for a Govern- 
ment like that of Liberia to- pay. 
The 


history of this loan is very illustrative 
of how a Government can be honestly (V) 
swindled. 
Among the bankers and 


agents in London about one-half of the 
principal was eaten up. and by the time 
the money reached Monrovia but little 
more than $100,000 was left. 


The public buildings arc very modest. 


So modest are they, indeed, that were 
not one told their character it would 
not be suspected. 
With what little 


progress has been made the Liberians 
seem thoroughly satisfied. 
Their satis- 


faction is otie of the causes which tend 
to hold them to their low condition, as 
regards prosperity. 


It would perhaps be presumptuous to 


lay anything agai&st a scheme wttielt 
enlisted the sympathy of so rainy-of 
the great men of our nation, but with 
due reverence for the colonization soci- 
ety, I state the opinion that the day 
has not arrived when the negro who has 
for two hundred years been in slavery is 
competent to colonize an entirely new 
country and contend against such forces 
as oppose them in Africa.

TWENTY VEAKS AGO. 


t'mm tlif Kew York Times, Dec. 2. 


Just twenty years ago this day (Tues- 


day, Dee. 2) old John Brown, of Ossa- 
waltomic, was hanged at Charlestown, 
Va., after trial and conviction for in- 
vading that state—with twenty men—- 
for tbe purpose of liberating the slaves. 
His execution was unquestionably one 
of the most memorable executions that 
have oeeurrud in history. It. prodacei 
:i profound impression throughout this 
country and Europe, and did much to 
make John Brown ono of the foremost I 
figures of the Western world. He was 
the sixth i« deseent from Peter Brown, | 
a carpenter aud a puritan, one of the i 
sturdy band that reached Plymouth on | 
tlic Mayflower. 
Born at Torrington. j 


Conn., in 1800, his father removed to 
Ohio when he was a child, and from 15 
to 20 he worked there as a tanner and 
currier. 
Re was made an Abolitionist 


and led to declare eternal war against 
slavery, when a mere lad, by seeing the 
abuse heaped tipun a ne^ro boy, a slave, 
of bis own age, by a man whose hospi- 
tal!] y lie was sh.iring. 
He conceived 


.is early as 1S3U, the plan of freeing the 
Southern slaves, and he never rested 
until hi' bad undertaken the rash e,x- 
pedition which resulted in his death. 
He U'came generally known in 1830 
by the active part he played in Kansas 
a:;ainst the Border Huflians, as the pro- 
slavery Missoiu'iaus were then designat- 
ed. 
Ili.s abolitionism was intensified 


there by the killing of his son l-'redcr- 
iek by Rev. Martin White, who led the 
pro-slavery party, and who, after boast- 
ing of bis deed in the Lecjmptin Leg 
islature, was found dead on the prairie 
with a bullet through his heart. 
Noth- 


ing could have been more foolhardy 
than Brown's --invasion" of Virginia 
with a handful of men, but with twenty 
men lie seized Harper's Ferry and took 
forty prisoners. Attacked by a large 
body of State militia, he was captured 
only after he had been severely wound- 
ed, and nearly all of his adherents, in- 
eluding two of his sons, had been killed. 
No man was more intrepid than he. 
He bore Ijimself most heroically through 
the trial and on the gallows, evoking 
the admiration of his bitterest foes, 
lie walked to the scaffold with a shin- 
ing face and the air of a conqueror, and 
it has been remarked that his was the 
lightest heart in Charleston on the day 
of his execution. 
As he passed out of 


jail he observed near the door a black 
woman with a child in her arms. He 
stopped, stooped, and kissed the infant. 
The incident lias become 
historic. 


Another negress, also carrying a child, 
said, as he went by, "1 wish I could 
help you, old man, but I ean't. God 
blcus you !" He looked at her pitying- 
ly, and a tear stood in his eye. 
When 


the sheriff asked if he would have a 
handkerchief to let fall as a signal for 
the drop, he replied with perfect com- 
posure: "No, 1 am ready at any time; 
but do not keep me waiting needlessly." 
Henry A. Wise declared that he was 
the earnest man he had ever seen.
